WHEREAS, the Town of Palermo elects to comply 


with the requirements of the National Flood. Insurance 
Act of 1968 (P. L. 90-448, as amended) ; and 
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WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program 
established in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall 
be provided by the Federal Insurance Administration 
identifying those areas of the Town in the flood plain 
having a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the Town of 
Palermo as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, re- 
placement, or substantial enlargement or modification of 
any building has commenced in the special flood hazard 
area designated on the maps prepared in accordance 
with theNational Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as 
amended, the owner or lessee, or the architect, engineer, 
contractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee 
shall obtain from the Planning Board, a permit covering 
such proposed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall 
be submitted in writing to the Planning Board and 
shall include: 


a. the name and address of applicant, 


b. an address or a map indicating the location of the 
construction site, 


c. a site plan showing location of existing and pro- 
posed structure(s), sewage disposal facilities, 
water supply areas to be cut and filled and the 
lot dimensions, 


d. astatement of intended use of the proposed struct- 
ure(s), 

e. a statement as to the type of sewage system 
proposed, 


f. specification of dimensions of the proposed struct- 
ure(s) (length, width and height), 
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g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean 
sea level) of the lowest floor, including base- 
ment, and if the lowest floor is below grade on 
one or more sides, the elevation of the floor 
immediately above, and, 


h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the pro- 
posed construction. This requirement may be 
modified by decision of the Planning Board when 
in their opinion such information is or is not 
needed to determine the conformance of the 
proposed construction with this ordinance. 


3. Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall 
be paid to the Planning Board for administrative ex- 
penses with a copy of the receipt to accompany the 
application. 


4. Review. The Planning Board shall review all 
aforesaid building permit applications to determine 
whether proposed building sites will be reasonably safe. 
from flooding. Any construction, relocation, replacement 
or substantial enlargement or modification of any build- 
ing, including prefabricated and mobile homes upon 
building sites in the special flood hazard area must: 


a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 
structure, 


b. use construction material and utility equipment 
. that are resistant to flood damage, and 


c. use construction methods and practices that will 
minimize flood damage. 


5. Subdivision. The Planning Board shall, when 
reviewing subdivisions under 30 M.R.S.A. §4956, assure 
that:

a. all such proposals are consistent with the need 
to minimize flood damage, 


b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, 
gas, electrical and water systems are located, ele- 
vated, and constructed to minimize or eliminate 
flood damages, and 


c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce 
exposure to flood hazards. 


6. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall re- 
quire new or replacement water supply systems and 
sanitary sewage systems to be designed to minimize or 
eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the system and 
discharges from the system into the flood waters and re- 
quire on-site waste disposal systems to be located so as 
to avoid impairment of them or contamnation from them 
during flooding. 


7. Regulations. The Planning Board may adopt 
any reasonable regulations that are consistent with and 
in furtherance of the objectives of sections 4, 5 and 6, 
above, that they deem necessary for the proper enforce- 
ment of said sections and which are consistent with State 
law. 


8. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of the affected landowner, grant a 
variance from the strict application of this Ordinance 
under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordi- 
nance would result in undue hardship to the 
applicant or would not be in the best interest of 
the community, and 


b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by 
the applicant or a prior owner in violation of this 
Ordinance. 
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9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon 
written application of an aggrieved party and after 
public notice, hear appeals from determinations of the 
Planning Board, in the administration of this Ordinance. 
Such hearings shall be held in accordance with State 
laws. Following such hearing, the Board of Appeals may 
reverse the decision of the Planning Board only upon a 
finding that the decision is clearly contrary to specific 
provisions of this Ordinance. An appeal may be taken 
within thirty days after any decision is rendered by the 
Board of Appeals, by any party to Superior Court in 
accordance with State law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the Code 
Enforcement Officer to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance. If the Code Enforcement Officer finds that 
any provision of this Ordinance is being violated, he 
shall notify in writing the person responsible for such 
violation indicating the nature of the violation and order- 
ing the action necessary to correct it. 

When the above action does not result in the correc-’ 
tion or abatement of the violation, the Municipal Officers, 
upon notice from the Code Enforcement Officer are 
hereby authorized and directed to institute any and all 
actions, whether legal or equitable, necessary to the 
enforcement of this Ordinance. Any person who con- 
tinues to violate any provision of this Ordinance after: 
receiving notice of such violation shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each 
violation. Each day such a violation is continued is a 
separate offense. ~ 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


In recent years, Palermo has benefitted from 
Federal Disaster Assistance Funds. 
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For storm damage occuring in 19738, the town will 
receive $17,000.00. 


In order to continue to qualify for such assistance, 
the Federal law requires towns to adopt ordinances 
which will enable property owners to purchase flood 
insurance on property located in flood plains, designated 
as such by the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD). 


Loans from banks and agencies regulated by the 
federal government for construction and repairs of prop- 
erty in designated flood plains must carry flood insurance.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Palermo: 


During the past year, the Palermo School has continued 
to provide education for those young citizens in grades 
Kindergarten through grade 8, while the high school 
students are educated in six different secondary schools 
in Maine. 


This year the Palermo School is undergoing a self 
evaluation. This evaluation is being done by staff mem- 
bers, citizens and the administration. The results of this 
study will be a tool for the School Committee to set 
priorities in the future and set up goals to be ACC OT 
within the financial and staff capabilities. ‘ 


In the future the Palermo School Department will make 
an effort to provide more adequate programs for students 
who may have severe learning problems. These students 
will be identified through the efforts of our Pupil Evalua- 
tion Team. This team is made up of classroom teachers, 
Principal, speech teacher and the school nurse. 


The 1975 school budget is in the amount of $219,080. ~ 
This is an overall increase of $63,485. over the 1974 ex- 
penditures, however, many of the items in the 1975 school 
budget will be balanced by equal amounts in the receipt 
accounts. Items such as Capital Outlay ($4,500), Aides 
($10,000), Debt ($25,031), Special Education ($6,000) 
are all included in the 1975 budget, but have no effect 
on your local taxes. 


TOWN OF PALERMO AT 


Last year the Town of Palermo raised $65,250. for the 
support of education. This year the request will be (13.5 
x State value of $5,500,000.) $74,250. Of this amount 
$64,425. will be transferred to the school account and 
$9,825. set aside in escrow for future educational expendi- 
tures. 


The 1975 school budget includes a $2,800. increase in 
Union expenditures, an $11,000. increase in the instruc- 
tional account, $4,500. capital outlay and a $12,000. 
increase in the tuition account. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the School 
Committee, Selectmen, Staff and Citizens for the coopera- 
tion extended to me in the past few months in which I 
have served as your School Superintendent.

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VOL, FIRE. DEPARTMEN T REPORT 


In 1975 the Volunteer Fire Dept. was called to 15 
fires. They were 7 house, 5 chimney, 1 boat and 2 false 
alarms. 


In the past year we have purchased 750 feet of 1144” 
fire hose to replace old hose. We have installed CB radios 
in the trucks to give us communication between the trucks 
going to and at fires.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board was concerned in the past year 
mainly with administration of the Shoreland Zoning 
Ordinance. Fifteen applications for various kinds of con- 
struction were processed. Almost without exception 
compliance and cooperation with local citizens were very 
good. 


The Board was also assigned a function in the 
operation of the new Flood Plain Zoning Ordinance 
enacted at the last town meeting. However, to date H. 
U. D. has not furnished maps necessary to administer 
the law. 


The Planning Board assisted in the Shade Tree 
Planting Project sponsored by the Bicentennial Com- 
mittee. Twenty crimson and Norway maples were planted 
on a matching fund program with the State Bureau of 
forestry. 


The Selectmen have attended all regular and special 
meetings of the Board. In many cases they had informa- 
tion or experience which was helpful. 


The Tax Assessors reviewed with the Board their 
plans for adjusting the property tax valuation base. 
Under auspices of the Planning Board a public informa- 


tion meeting was heid. Norman Ledew, Director of the - 


Property Tax Division, State Bureau of Taxation was 
present and provided much helpful information. The 
meeting was well attended by local taxpayers. 


The North Kernebec Regional Planning Commission 
continued to provide valuable services to the local com- 
munity as requested; 


The Planning Board revised its prior interpretation 


of the Shoreland Zoning Ordinance to require applica-— 


tions for building permits for all new structures or 


eS ee 
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renovations within the town regardless of location, not 
just those structures within the protected zone as 
formerly. 


To facilitate the obtaining of permits, the Planning 
Board prepared the following description of steps which 
may be necessary to comply with the ordinance and to 
furnish the Board with information on which it may base 
its decision; 


1. Filing fee of $2.00 to be paid with each applica- 
tion (to advertize public hearing) ; 


2. Submit a letter of application describing the 
project as to location, design and dimensions of struct- 
ure, a plan or sketch, soils test report if a septic tank 
system is involved. 


3. Include in the letter of application a bonafide 
estimate of the environmental impact the project will 
‘have on the area; for example, the possibility of erosion, 
loss of natural cover, effect of drain courses, etc. 


4. After studying the application, the Planning 
Board may require of the applicant at his expense some 
additional information such as high intensity soil suit- 
ability tests, revision or clarification of plans, flooding 
records; 


5. The applicant or his agent should attend the 
public hearing, prepared to answer questions; 


6. Upon completion and before occupancy or use, 
obtain from the Code Enforcement Officer a certificate 
of compliance. 


Consultation with a member of the Planning Board 
in advance of making application may be helpful.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Palermo: 


The Palermo School Department is submitting a six- 
month budget in the amount of $106,925, for your consid- 
eration. The six-month budget is for the period of January 
1, 1976 to June 30, 1976. Later in the Spring, after the 
Special Session of the Legislature has adjourned, we will 
need to present a full year school budget to you, which 
would cover the period of July 1, 1976 to June 30, 1977. 
The enactment of these two budgets will put our school 
budget on the same fiscal year as the State. This change 
in our school budget year is required by law, which was 
passed by the 107th Legislature. 


The Palemo School Committee has recently hired an 
additional teacher (Mrs. Chevalier), in order that we 
might divide the first-second grades into separate class- 
rooms. This will allow students in these grades to have a 
lower teacher-pupil ratio, which will improve their 
educational opportuntiies. : 


The student enrollment in Palermo is rather stable at this.., 
time, while many other towns in the area are experienc- 
ing increasing enrollment. This year, our elementary 
enrollment is thirteen less, while our secondary Sette 
ment has increased eight. 


This six-month budget will require the Town of Palermo 
to raise $36,437.50 for the period of January, 1976 to 
June, 1976. This amount is the same as the Town must 
raise (by Law) for the first six months of 1976. To 
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complete the Town’s tax commitment for 1976, the 
$36,437.50, plus the expenditures of July 1, 1976 to 
December 1976 of the next budget must be considered.

During the year 1976 the Palermo Vol. Fire Depart- 
ment responded to 15 calls (these were 1 sap camp, 3 
chimney, 3 automobile, 1 forest, 2 grass, 2 false alarms 
and 3 out of town calls). We also burned several fields 
for the people of the town. 


Every year we hold drills and training sessions to 
keep trained on our equipment and learn newer ways 
to combat fires. 


We have replaced some of the old hose on the 
trucks with new lighter hose. Every year we test all of 
the hose and the older hose sometimes doesn’t pass. 


We would like to thank the Auxiliary for the money 
they gave the Fire Department to purchase a ladder. 
We have purchased a 28 ft. extension ladder with it.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
FOR 1976 


Permits were issued by the Planning Board in 1976 for 
the construction of new dwelling houses, garages, cot- 
tages, poultry barns, farm ponds, installation of mobile 
homes, and alterations and additions to existing struc- 


tures. With few exceptions cooperation by the owners, 


builders and contractors with the Board were excellent. 


To clarify permit requirements, the following ex- 
tract from the Ordinance to Regulate and Administer 
Shoreland and Subdivision Controls are set forth as 
reminders to possible applicants: 


“Section 1.4 Any person contemplating construc- 
tion of any. building or facility of any kind, or making 
any land subdivision or any change of land use, in the 
Town of Palermo, prior to commencement of such 
activity shall first obtain a permit for the same from the 
Blanning sboard oan Alterations, repairs and new con- 
struction having no environmental impact and costing 
less than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars in any 12 
month period are not subject to permit. 


“Section 1.7 Proof of Compliance. After comple- .. 


tion of permitted construction, subdivision or land use 
change, the code enforcement officer of the town shall 
inspect the premises and if the same conforms to the 
original permit, he shall advise the Planning Board to 
issue to the permit holder a certificate of compliance, 
upon receipt of which said holder may enter upon the 
intended use of the premises.

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“Section 1.10 Enforcement. all land use shall be 
in conformity with permits issued by the Town of Paler- 
mo. Any unpermitted use or any act not in compliance 
with permit performed by any person shall subject him 
to a fine of not more than $100.00 for each separate 
activity for each day the same shall continue............ 


Permit guidelines for applicants were published in 
the last Town Report. 


Flood Plain Maps prepared by H. U. D. for use in 
administering the Flood Plain Zoning Ordinance have 
been received.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Palermo: 


Normally, at this time of year, I am preparing a report 
to be placed in your Annual Town Report, which would 
explain the requested budget and what effect its passage 
would have on your property tax. 


This year, however, we find ourselves in an unusual 
situation insofar as preparing a report for your March 
meeting. 


The school budget year now covers the period of July 1 
to June 30 of each year and is, therefore, different than 
the rest of your town budgets. We are also in a legis- 
lative year whereby school budgets cannot be figured 
until the legislature acts and we know our level of fund- 
ing. 


The two above mentioned changes will cause us to act 
upon a school budget later than we did last year. 


It would appear that passage of school budgets from 
now on would most likely be in April or May of each f 
year. Preparing a budget for March does not give us 
as accurate an estimate on balances as we should have. 
The closer to the end of our budget we can go, the more 
accurate our figures will be. 


Included you will find a summary of the six month bud- 
get which the School Department was on from January 
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1, 1976 to June 30, 1976. This six month budget allowed 
us to get on the budget cycle of July 1 to June 30 of 
each year. 


I would like to thank the Citizens of Palermo for their 
continued support in education and express my appre- 
ciation for the cooperation of everyone, especially the 
Town officials.

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VOLUNTEER FIREMEN’S REPORT 


During the year of 1977 the Fire Dept. received 18 
calls. These were for 1 house, 1 barn, 5 chimney, 2 auto., 
1 oil burner, 3 grass, 3 woods, 1 stove and 1 flooded cel- 
lar. Three of these calls were to assist neighboring 
towns. 


We have had drills and instruction sessions as well 
as work bees to keep trained on the equipment and to 
keep it in good working order. 


We are now working on plans for a new fire house 
which we hope to build this summer. The fire house we 
now have is very small and will not hold some of the 
larger fire fighting equipment. The old building is very 
hard to heat and with the cost of fuel it is very expensive. 


Many people have asked what is done with the 
$1.000.00 the Fire Dept. receives from the Town. Two 
yearly expenses more than cover this $1000.00. They are 
utilities (lights and heat) and insurance. For the year 
1977 these cost over $1,250.00, leaving less than zero 
for fire fighting apparatus.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


Numerous permits for new construction and alter- 
ation of existing structures were issued by the Planning 
Board as required by the Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. 
Compliance with the law by townspeople has been good. 


The Special Town Meeting of December 27, 1977, 
after considerable discussion, voted to request the Plan- 
ning Board to study and report to the next town meeting 
on problems relating to winter road maintenance, plow- 
ing and sanding. A special meeting of the Planning 
Board was held on January 17, 1978 at which 
individuals expressed their complaints, comments and 
suggestions. 


It was found that the town now has no formal con- 
tract with Contractors for the performance of plowing and 
sanding. Everything is left to the discretion of the con- 
tractor. It was also learned that there was no provision 
for the regular and orderly payment of the contractor. 
In some cases payment was made at the end of the 
winter season, creating a financial burden on the con- 
tractor. 


The principal recommendation adopted by unani- 
mous vote of the Planning Board on February 14, 1978 
is that the town Meeting instruct the Selectmen to 
negotiate formal, written contracts each year for winter 
road maintenance. These contracts should contain 
minimum performance standards such as when and 
where to start plowing, when and where to provide sand, 
vehicles and equipment to be used, and provision for 
regular payment of the contractor. 
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For the year 1978 the town wil! syend about $22,000 
(including $4,000 contributed by the State) on winter 
road maintenance. The amount of money involved and 
the service to be performed are of sufficient importance 
to most of the individual townspeople (who must travel 
from their homes to earn a living) to justify entering 
into a written contract.

To the Citizens of Palermo: 


Enclosed you will find a financial report of the school 
budget for the period of July 1, 1976 through June 30, 
1977. Also included is a staff listing and enrollment 
figures. 


We are now about half way through our 1977-78 school 
budget. The 1978-79 budget will be prepared and pre- 
sented to the citizens of Palermo for their consideration 
later this spring, at which time we will know what our 
level of State funding will be and have a closer estimate 
of what our balances will be. 


The Palermo school enroliment has not changed a great 
deal in the past three years. On October 1, 1975, there 
was a total of 212 students, on October 1, 1976 there 
were 204 and on October 1, 1977 there were 204. There 
has been an overall decrease of about four percent over 
a three vear period. 


The staff at the Palermo school continues to provide a 
sound educational program for the students of Palermo 
The curriculum is continuously being evaluated and ne- 
cessary changes made to strengthen the overall program. 
During the past year attention has been given to the 
school structure itself. The school has received insula- 
tion, repairs on a sill, inside painting and new shingles 
on the roof. 
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I would like to commend the staff for their dedication 
and cooperation, which have resulted in a very successful 
year for those who are being educated at the Palermo 


school.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board is the eyes through which 
Palermo continued to witness growth, not only in terms 
of population but also in new home construction, year- 
round and seasonal. This of course produced an increase 
in the town valuation for tax purposes. 


Bald Head Island, Inc. obtained approval of its 
third sub-division section which will contain ten new 
seasonal cottages on the west shore of the island. 


The Planning Board has voted to undertake the 
preparation of a comprehensive plan. This will serve as 
the foundation upon which the Shoreland Zoning 
Ordinance is maintained, as required by law. It is a 
compilation of policy statements, goals, standards, maps 
and pertinent data with respect to housing, population, 


’ economics, land use and water resources in the Town. 


Much of the initial research and leg work will be 
performed by Unity College students of Don Meagher 
and Charles Peirce. Members of the Planning Board will 
act as consultants and advisers to the students. 


Planning Board sessions, held on the first Tuesday 
of each month, are open to the public. We appreciate 
the interest, attendance and participation by the citizens 
of the Town of Palermo.

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REPORT OF LOCAL PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


No new legislation has come forth to my knowledge 
since the last time this message reached you. As you 
know, even a replacement system needs a soil evalua- 
tion unless voted otherwise by the citizens. 


A separate permit for inside plumbing must be 
obtained before starting any work that involves any 
changes in waste piping or the replacement of a water 
heater. These are State regulations and are so mandated. 


The fee for a new sewage system is twenty-eight 
dollars, payable to your town and the fee for inside 
plumbing is two dollars per fixture, up to ten, plus a 
three dollar permit fee, also payable to your town.

LOCAL PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


It is that time of year again and I wish to thank all! 
of the citizens for their splendid and much appreciated 
cooperation. 


There seems to be some confusion concerning the 
subject of permits. There are two separate permits, one 
for waste water disposal or external and one for inter- 
nal plumbing, each one is separate and dintinct from the 
other. In new construction, it is customary to issue the 
waste water disposal permit first, then the building 
permit, in those towns that require a building permit. 
secondly, if is mandatory that an internal plumbing 
permit be obtained, either by the owner or his agent or 
preferably by the Master Plumber who will be doing or 
supervising the work. The person to whom the permit is 
issued should notify the Local Plumbing Inspector when 
the work is completed and ready for inspection, and 
should be present at the time of inspection to receive the 
Certificate of Approval if all is in order. 


There have been instances where the owner has 
taken out a permit for the waste water, and then told the 
plumber that he had taken out a permit, which he had, 
but for waste water only. The plumber should see the 
permit himself before starting work, otherwise he is 
liable for the permit or lack of one. The inspections are 
for your protection, against poor workmanship and short 
cuts, that is what we are here for, not to make the job 
cost more.

It is a pleasure to submit my first Report as your 


Superintendent of Schools. 


Since assuming my duties on July 1, 1980, I have had 


the opportunity to work closely with your School Com- 
mittee, principal and staff. Among the many topics which 
have been or are being’ addressed, the following may be 
of interest. 


is 


School policies have been developed by the staff 
and approved by the School Committee. These 
policies will provide students, parents and staff 
with direction in the daily operation of the school. 


Many parents have expressed the wish that the 
school institute a drug education program. 
Presently a special committee of citizens, School 
Committe and staff is studying the feasibility of 
such a program. 


A committee of citizens and staff is engaged ‘n 
a year-long self-evaluation study of the entire 
school program. The results of this study should 
be available in the spring and will be made public 
at that time. 


During this year there have been several modifi- 
cations made to the school’s heating system with 
funds approved as part of the state energy pro- 
gram. These changes should result in a significant 
savings but unfortunately will not be obvious 
inasmuch as savings are offset by increased costs. 
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5. The School Committee will soon be reviewing the 
1981-82 budget in preparation for voter approval 
in the late spring. Preliminary state subsidy 
figures indicate a slightly increased level of state 
support. However, it is predictable that the town 
will need to use most or all of its maximum leeway 
in order to fund existing program levels. 


Té is my observation that the school is operating 
satisfactorily at this time and that the youngsters are 
receiving a sound basic education. It is my expectation 
that the school! will continue to develop under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Betty Glidden and the cooperation of the 
teaching staff. 


To the School Committee, the staff and the commun- 
ity, 1 wish to express my sincere thanks and appreciation 
for the fine cooperation afforded me to date.

Economic conditions in the area were reflected by 
a reduced number of building permits issued by the 
Planning Board. Interest rates made the cost of new con- 
struction prohibitive in most cases. 


Palermo Youth Activities, Inc. is a new non-profit 
corporation which was authorized to construct two 
athletic fields on the west side of the Turner Ridge Road. 
Land was donated by John and Janet Potter. This devel- 
opment holds promise for future recreational activities 
in the community. 


A special town meeting enacted a new ordinance 
which would prohibit the disposal of hazardous and 
nuclear wastes within the limits of the town. Similar 
ordinances were adopted by many other towns in the 
state. 


The Planning Board issued permits during the year 
for the construction of four new dwelling houses, three 
cottages, two seasonal camps, seven garages and storage 
buildings and three additions or renovations to existing 
buildings. 


The Planning Board wishes to thank citizens of the 
town for their support and cooperation.
